^"-FOILED LAFOLCETTE. 


Washington. May' 31.—Senator La 


Follette 'today Introduced;a; resolution 
declaring that attorney general shouir 


"institute suit immediately to enjoin the 
advancement of railroad rates, and 
sought to introduce a joint resolution 
declaring it to be unlawful to advance 
rates without the consent of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 


When Mr. LaFollette sought to pre- 


sent his joint resolution, requiring the 
action of both houses, Mr. Elkins met 
the move with a request that the rail- 
road bill be taken up. Mr. LaFollette 
retaliated byi suggesting the atsence 
of a quorum. A quorum being shown 
by a roll call, Mr. Elkins moved the 
consideration of the railroad bill. Mr. 
LaFollette wanted to debate that mo- 
tion but when informed that under the 
rules it could not be discussed, he took 
his seat, declaring that he would be 
neard later. 
The joint resolution which Mr. La- 


Follette tried to Introduce would direct 
that until October 31, 1910. unless the 
,nter-state commerce commission oth- 
erwise ordered. It shall be unlawful for 
any inter-state rtCllroad to collect a 
greater compensation than the charge 
fixed in the lowest published schedule 
of May 1. 1910. This would prevent the 
taking effect of all the Increases of 
which the railroads recently gave no- 
tice. The resolution also would direct 
that hereafter applications to advance 
rates shall 'be made to the Inter-state 
commerce commission. It would pro- 
vide for Investigations and would au- 
thorize the .commission to grant appli- 
cations If It was found that the pro- 
posed rate was "reasonable, fair and 
just." 
Senator DiFoHetts said that he.had 


Introduced his rate resolution because 
the Increases to be made by the rail- 
roads, ranging, according to his esti- 
mates, from 5 to SO per cent, would 
Impose Intolerable burdens rfpon . the 
people.

Strong Chain of Evidence.

chain of circumstantial evidence about 
the 'missiniT janitor, for the apprehen- 
sion of whom the police department 
last ulglit s«nt out a dragnet which 
will sweep every part o£ the country.

Remarkable Feat Performed 


at Peoria—Many Men 


at the Work. 


Peoria, 111., May 31.—Members of 


the Central Christian church of this 
city Joined last night 
in a fervent 


praise service In their new church, 
which stands on a lot that at S o'clock 
yesterday morning was as vacant ;is 
an open prairie. A few piles of lum- 
ber and building material which stood 
in the street in the morning are now 
Joined into 
a completed 
structure, 


which the congregation owns, free 
from all indebtedness. 


•Jt is not a makeshift or temporary 


Wullding in which the congregation 
/gathered last evening, and, led by Rev 
/W F Turner, the pastor, who stood 


in "the pulpit with his hands filled with 
telegrams 
of 
congratulation 
from 


Christian churches all over the United 
States sang hymns until the building 
resounded with their praise. It la a 
finished structure, 64 feet long. 24 feet 
wide and 12 feet high, and every bit ft 
the work on It, from the laying of the 
foundation to the hanging of the doo.-s 
and the placing of the seats, was done 
in a little less than ten hours. 
Members Rush to Task. 


The material for the building was 


donated to the 'church by firms In 
Peoria and other cities, and most of it 
was unloaded in the street on Satur- 
day 
Promptly at 7:45 o'clock yester- 


day morning 125 members of the Men s 
Brotherhood of the church, led by 
Rev Mr. Turner, who has just return- 
ed from a two months' leave of ab- 
sence, marched into the vacant lot, and 
a moment later seventy-five members 
of the Carpenters' union, headed by 
Earl Stout, a member of the church, 
and D. C. Chaffee, who planned the 
structure, Joined them. 
When the hands of the clock point- 


ed to 8 o'clock the workmen, divided 


into little hands, fell to tholr task. Un- 
der the skilful hands of the carpenters, 
with the members of the Men's Broth- 
erhood doing 
thn 
"unskilled" work, 


the structure grew apace, and when 
noon came the walls of the structure, 
were In place upon the foundation. 


The workers took half an hour for 


lunch, and then Rev. Turner, mount- 
ing a. pile of boards, offered a prayer 
of thanksgiving for the Iwork accom- 
plished and prayed for divine help in 
completing the task within the allot- 
ted time. At 1 o'clock work was re- 
sumed.Finished After Ten Hours. 


When the roofers 'began their work 


the electric 
workers 
took up their 


task, and at 6 o'clock the building was 
finished, with a Twmplete equipment 
for electric lighting and a huge elec- 
tric sign over the entrance ready, as 
soon as darkness'fell, to blaze forth a 
welcome to the passer-by. 


Chimes in the other churches of the 


city were rung at 6 o'clock, announc- 
ing to the entire city that the work 
was completed. The 200 workmen and 
other members of 
the church, aug- 


mented by several hundred outsiders, 
some curious, 'but all proud o£ the 
city's achievement, formed a congre- 
gation that crowded the new edifice 
to the doors at the evening praise 
service.

ft*r fifty thousand men who fought In 
the union armies during tho war of tho 
rebellion have died. It Is shown in the 
records of the federal pension bureau

month. Four thousand veterans of the 
war died during the past month. That 
!n the face of this decimation of thp 
ranks of the grcnt conflicts survivors 
there should bo practically no decrease 
in the annual appropriations for pen- 


— eipns seems to puzzle a good many 


'pension appropriations for this session 


of corfgress will reach approximately 
$162,000,000. Last year the appropria- 
tions were $163.053,000. 
The regular 


appropriation bill carried this yoar| 
about $155.000.000. Additions are made 
to this by private pension blllst. 


Recently thp deputy commissioner of 


pensions, 
Captain Kolley. explained 


this'fact by saying that while the 
continuance of large appropriations for 
pensions. In the face of decreasing 
numbers of veterans, was hard to un- 
derstand, there wore (several reasons 
for it. One of thorn he found in the 
' special acts passed by congress In- 
creasing pensions beyond tho sums 
which the law would otherwise allow. 
Another is tho advanced age of tho 
former soldiers by which pensions arc 
now automatically increased. At seven- 
ty a soldier draws $12 a month, while 
at seventy-five he Is raised without 
further action on bis part to $20. 


In addition to this tho number of 


pensions granted to widows of soldiers, 
tnany of whom remarry, reaches from 
75 to 100 a month. Some increase in 
numbers come 
from 
the 
Spanish- 


American war. and there are yearly 
additions from tho regular army. 


There are now about 000.000 pension- 


ers. At the last compilation made by 
the commissioner of pensions, the num- 
ber was fl51,687, but this has been 
much reduced. 
It may be borne in 


mind that the average of each pension 
in the last fiscal year was but $163.82. 
This is a considerable Increase over 
1905, when the value was but $136.06. 


What the United States pays in pen- 


sions during a year would build a doz- 
;en battleships ot the highest known 
type or would support the entire stand- 
Ing army of the United States for a 


' .year and nine months. While this is 


80 the people never grumble over pen- 
sions rightfully paid. 


Some 
of the 
heaviest increases 


which go to keep the pension roll from 
receding are duo to the order issued at 
the direction of Mr. Roosevelt, in 1904. 
It held that when a claimant for a pen- 
sion passed the age of sixty-two he 
•was disabled one-half to perform man- 
ual labor, and should be rated at $6 a 
month, at sixty-five at $8, at sixty- 
eight at $10, and at seventy at ?12 a 
month.
